Government Offers Bounty on Hides 
and Will Regulate Marketing 

Arrangements have been made 

whereby the provincial government 


pelts and the following scale of 


which have been killed within the 


timber wolves the government will 
pay $10 each and for the pelts of 
adult female timber wolves the amount 
will be $20. For adult prairie 
wolves taken between April 30 and 
September 1 the amount will be $2 
and for wolf pups taken before July 
1 the amount will be $2. 

Upon payment of bounty on any 
prairie wolf or wolf pup, the pelt 
shall become the property of the 
government and will be destroyed. As 
bounty can only be paid on prairie 
wolves taken during the summer 


mer is valueless, it is hoped that the 
bounty will be an incentive to farmers 
to take coyotes at that time.

Must Be Intact 

In order to secure bounty, the pelt, 
including the scalp of each wolf upon 
which bounty is claimed, must he 
produced intact to the inspector by 
the person claiming the bounty.

| Primitive Life of Firet Settlers 
Upper Canada 

In this jubilee year one miay con- 
| trast the lot of the immigrant today 
with his predecessors in. old Canada. 
Afier the U. .E. Loyalists, who had 
their own troubles, the earliest 
| Settlers had a long voyage across 
jthe Atlantic in a sailiig vessel, and 
_travelled thence to their’ destination 


by the inland waterways or by 
stage, As they struck out into the 
wilderness even roads were few and 
far between. Schools, churches 
doctors were non-existent or dif 
cult of access. <A good picture of 


early settlement in Upper Canada is 
given by the historfan MeMullen. 
He describes the setuller going into 
‘the woods with no more worldly 
possessions than a gun, an axe and 
‘the clothes on his back, 

“Thus lightly equipped, he took 
possession of his two hundred acres 
of closely-timbered forest land and 
commenced operations, The welkin 
rings again with the vigorous 
strokes as huge tree after tree is 
assailed and tumbled to earth; and 
the sun presently shines in upon 
.the little clearing. The best of the 
‘logs are partially squared and serve 
to build a shanty; the remainder 
are given to the flames. Now the 
rich mold, the accumulation of cen:

VACATION (PLUS) 


(By S. J. Crumbine, M.D., Field 
Secretary) 


(Issued by Dept. Public Health, 
Edmonton) 

The purpose of vacation is to pro- 
mote health. Change of interest, 
scene and habits of living all tend, or 

|should tend to influence favorably 
| those mental and physical functions 
that are essential to a condition 
known as health. From the day when 
we send for descriptive circulars and 
time-tables and discuss the various 
routes, places and hotels, to the day 
when we turn our faces homeward, 
the exhilarating expectancy and the 
thrilling adventure into new and un- 
known corners of our vacation world 
should mean renewed strength of 
body and refreshment of mind and 
spirit. 

But our vacation plans should te 
so carefully prepared that we may 
reasonably expect such happy re- 
sults, a vacation plus, and not the 
tragedy of sickness which occasion- 
ally befalis the unwary and unpre- 
pared, and which would end in a 
vacation minus. 

Typhoid fever, perhaps more often 
than any other disease, follows in the 
trail of the vacationist, especially the 
motor car travellers. Therefore, if 
means have been devised to avoid the 
hazard of typhoid fever they should 
be consciously known and applied as 
guiding prinfiples in our vacation 
plans. The germs that cause typhoid 
fever are usually conveyed through 
contaminated water, milk or food. 
This gives us our clue as to the care 
we need to exercise in order to be 
sure we are not unnecessarily expos- 
ing ourselves to dangerous infection. 
A safe rule to follow relating to 
water is to drink water only from 
known safe supplies. Most city sup- 
plies are safe, for chlorination of 
public water supplies is now almost 
universal. If you are out of reach 
of known safe water you should boil 
the water and make it safe. 

The only safe milk is pasteurized 
milk. If then you use only milk that 
has been: effectively pasteurized you 
may be reasonably assured of safety 
from this source. 

Foods are often contaminated by 
house flies carrying infectious mater- 
ial on their legs. At camp you need 
to make sure you camp is not located 
near an open vault or latrine, as dan- 
ger from such source is very reat 
through the medium of the ubiquitous 
house-fly. 

In addition to these safeguards that 
should surround the milk, the water 
and the food, every  vacationist, 
especially the camping vacationist, 
should be immunized against typhoid 
fever by typhoid vaccine inoculation. 
Your physician will give this and will 
tell you that this first line of defense, 
together with precautions relating to 
water, milk and food, will protect you 
from the chief vacation hazard,

“Ths | Mosquito Pest 


The people of Canada are slowly awakening to the necessity of concert- 
ed, ageressive action to destroy the breeding places of mosquitoes. Like so 


many other things with which we stupidly put up, the inosquito pest can be | 


practically climinated if we go the right way about it, and become fully 
convinced that prevention is worthwhile. The mosquito is not only a source 
of irritation and pain, but it is an actual menace not only to humun beings 
but to dumb aniinals as well. 

The United States succeeded in constructing the Panama Canal, where 
the French had failed. largely because the American engineers fackled the 
problem of first destroying tie mosquitoes and flies which made life unbear- 
wble in the Panama zone and were the prolific carrlets of disease and fever 
amoung the workmen. Panama had first to be made a fit place in which to 
live and work before the canal could be built. And the campaign which was 
successfully conducted there has been followed elsewhere in the southern 
Stites. © 

Apart altogether from the discomfort to humans, and the communication 
of disease for which tHe mosquito is responsible, the fact is that the country 
sustains an economic au result of the tortures endured by horses, 
cattle, and other animals in the open where mosquitoes thrive unmolested 
and these dumb creatures themselves. The 
question has well been asked, how can animals upon witeh farmers rely Sor 
work and production yield normal production under such conditions? Any- 
thing that will eliminate the mosquito and free horses and cattle from the 
{rritadion, which they now must undergo would be repaid many times over, 

Mosqulio elimination campaigns are now in progress n Banff, Ottawa, 
Vinnipeg, and in the Fraser River Valley, and every community which suffers 
from this pest would be well advised to follow their exiiuple. Inasmuch 
the seientifie facts upon is based are of general 
public interest, we quote the following from ‘Toronto Saturday Night, which 
is urging Governments to take the lead In these ecunpaigns.
